HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

Signor Moriani made his first appearance at this theatre yesterday even- 
ing in the part of Edgar, in Lucia di Lammermoor, and was most en- 
thusiastically received; between the acts of the opera he was loudly 
called for, and on the fall of the curtain he twice had to re-appear. 
Moriani is all that the most fastidious musician can desire, and he is also 
an excellent actor. 

A very pretty and promising young actress, named Louise Morell, has 
just appeared at the Vaudville, in one of Madame Ancelot’s pathetic 
pieces, with the greatest success.— Paris Print. 

Naples.—The San Carlos, being under repairs bv order of the King, 
is closed for the whole summer, and the annual grand gala spectacle in 
honour of the name-day of our gracious Majesty Ferdinand II., took 
place in consequence at the Fondo. Thetheatre was splendidly illumi- 
nated, the Royal family and the Court being present. The opera se- 
lected was Donizetti’s Regina di Golconda, being its first representation 
here, fcllowed by a ballet J/ Genio della Montagna. Madame Bishop, 
just returned from Rome, where she has had great success, sang and 
acted the Queen most admirably. Her cavatina and final rondo (com- 
posed for her by Mercadante) were superb. The rest of the company 
being very bad, the concerted music of the opera was entirely spoiled, 
and the Omnibus, a paper chiefly devoted to music and the arts, declares 
La Bishop alone saved the opera. The ballet made a decided fiasco. The 
Cantatrice Villane is in rehearsal, Mme. Bishop having the principal 
part. San Carlos will not open until the 4th of October ; Mmes. ‘Tado- 
lini and Bishop are the prime donne. Colletti and Fraschini are coming 
back, and it is said that Donzelli or Guasco will be added to the company. 

Vienna.—The Lucia has been given during the past week, with 
Garcia-Viardot, Ivanoff, and Varesi. Ronconi is shortly to appear in 
Beatrice di Tenda, for his benefit. Hrnani, a new opera, by Verdi, 
one of the most promising composers of Italy, was given a few nights 
since. The subject is taken from the drama of Victor Hugo, but it is 
but a feeble imitation of theoriginal. The music is brilliant, and con- 
tains some melody ; but it betrays the growing vice of the modern Italian 
school—an exaggerated and noisy instrumentation. It appears, more- 
over, to have been composed in haste, in fact, to order, and within a 
given space of time. The opera, however, contains much which is 
worthy the author of Nabucodonozor. We may instance the terzetto 
of the first, and finale of the third, act. The latter is the gem of the 
work ; it produced a great sensation, and was repeated. The music was 
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well given by Tadolini, Ferretti, Ronconi, and Marini. Roberto De- 
vereux isin rehear-al. The principal parts will be filled by Madame 
Montenegro, Ivanoff, and Veresi. 

Milan,—A new opera buffa, by Lauro Rossi, Zt Burgomastro di 
Shiedam, has met with a brilliant success at the Theatre Re. The plot 
of the piece is extremely simple. The music is light but full of melody. 
The symphony is graceful, and is a happy introduction to the subject. 
The cavatina of Giannetta in the first act, and the duet between Gian- 
netta and Ilarione, inthe second act, were perhaps the pieces that pleased 
most; the quick movement in the latter is extremely brilliant, and has 
the merit of originality.
